PETROGRAD, Nov. 24.—-Grand Duke 
Nicholas, the Russian commander in 
chief, has scored another success, which 
none but a military man would hestitate 
to call a signal victory, against the Ger- 
mans, As put in the official report the 
Germans have begun a retirement from 
the line indicated by the following points, 
which all He between the upper reaches 
of the Bzura river and the Warta, a 
couple of mites east of Sieradz—namely, 
Strykow, Zgters, ‘Gzadek, Zéunskawola, 
and Woeniki. 

The extreme points of this Mne are 
more than forty miles-apart, on which 
the most stubborn battle: yet fought in 
this war has been progressing for the last 
ten days. This forty miles is only a small 
section of the great front on which the 
grand strategic scheme of the Russian 
commander in chief is now developing 
rapidly. 

Battle Drifting Westward. 
The battle continues in Poland, but its 
drift is now westward from the Vistula. 
The indications are that the Russian 
storm will again sweep the Germans over 
the western frontier. 

The Germans have another army inthe 
region of Wielun, near the frontier, mid- 
way betwen Kaliscz and Czenstochowa. 


‘They suffered terrible losses during their 


repeated attacks on the Russian position 
north of Lodz. There the Germans were

“With the fresh ‘succese of the allies 
te the battle of Flanders, the moment 


&§ has come to recite the accomplishments 


of the last six weeks, These may be 
gummed up as follows; 

“The formidable effort undertaken by 
the Germans during this time, first to 
turn our left wing and second to pene- 
trate it, has resulted in failure. By thig 
effort the enemy was endeavoring to 
tpake good his defeats on the Marne: in- 
gtead he only added another check to 
the check he suffered in September. 


Determined to Flank Army. 

“In order to-flank us in accordance 
with its recognized method, the Ger- 
man general staff neglected nothing along 
that portion of the front extending from 
the River Lys to the sea. It maesed be- 
tween the beginning of October and the 
beginning of November four corps of 
cavairy and two armies, comprising ir 
all fifteen army corps. 

“The crown ‘prince of Bavaria, Gen 
yon Fabeck, Gen. von Demling, and the 
Duke of Wirtemberg, to stimulate the 
morale of their troops, issued several 
appeals and exhortations. We found 
their orders on officers who fell in bat- 
tle or who were taken prisoners. 

“All these documents: agreed that it 
was a question of a decisive action 
against the French left. It was neces- 
séry to penetrate to Dunkirk or to Ypres 
for the reason, according to one of these 
ofcers, that the decisive blow yet was 
to be delivered. And this blow must 
be decisive, delivered with all speed and 
carried through at all costs. 


Personal Appeal by Kaiser. 

These various orders recited further- 
more that Emperor William was there 
to animate his soldiers by his presence 
He had announced that he wanted to be 
in Ypres on the first of November, and 
everything was prepared so that on that 
date there could be proclaimed the an- 
hexation of Belgium. ‘ 

“In short, everything was provided 
for, every single’ thing except the vic- 
torions resistance of the allied army. To 
make this resistance possible {t was neces- 
sary for us to oppose to the enemy forces, 
if not equal to his own, at least suffi- 
cient. 

“What was then the situation\At the be- 
ginning of October?. The Belgian army 
had come out of Antwerp intact, but toe 
exhausted to ta @ part in any maneuver. 


The English army was leaving its front} 


on the Aisne for a field of operations in, 
the north. 


) Transportation a Problem. 

“Transportation and the movements 
of supplies occasioned long delays, The 
army under Gen. De Castelnau did not 
extend its left wing beyond a point south 
of Arras. The army of Gen. De Maud- 
hui extended from this point to the south 
of Lille. 

“Further on we had cavalry, terri- 
torials, and marine fusileers. This force 
was not sufficiently strong to enable Gen. 
Foch, called by Gen. Joffre to také com- 
mand of the armies in the north, to break 
the will of the enemy. Reinforcements 
were therefore sent him. 


_ Lines Held on Oct. 20. 

“About Oct. 20 our front was outlined 
as follows: From Nieuport to Dixmude 
one of our divisions of infantry and our 
marines held the railroad line while the 
Belgian army was reorganizing itself in 
the rear; to the south of Dixmude we 
Were installed along the canal, and from 
here our line extended to the east, mak- 
ing in front of Ypres a vast semicircle 
held by four corps of the French army 
and one corps of the Englisharmy. The 
ine then dropped to @ point to the south 
of Messines and Armentieres, 

“The German attack was ap effort 
Geet to occupy Dunkirk and reach Calais 
ef Boulogne.

“If Dunkirk, Calais.and Boulogne had 
been taken, Great Britain would have 
been hampered in comnwnicating with 
her army on the continent. Finally, 
France, in maintaining impassable the 
front of her armies from the sea to Arras, 
adopted the best and the most efficacious 
guarantee. against a return to the offen- 
| sive movement of the enemy on Paris. 

* The cesult obtained, is thig: We have 
to our credit not a series of momentary 
guccemses, but a continuous progress 


| which has made vain the persistent and 


uninterrupted effort of theenemy. After 
our victory on the Marne had, in the mid- 
dle of September, obliged the Germun 
army to undertake a precipitate retreat, 
the enemy endeavored at once to win back 
its advantage and always by trying to 
turn our left wire. 

“At no point were the Germans suc- 
cesaful. During this time, on the con-

Prove German Plan Failed. 

“Tt is in thie field that we shouid draw 
our conclusions, for here ft is that one 
may perceive in the full light of day the 
fadlure of the German plan. This plan, 
the project of Von der Golts, of Bern- 
herdi, ané of Falkenhayn, waa, as often 
has been recalled, to crush France ip 
three weeks and then to turn to Russia. 

“Today the fourth month of the war 
is drawing to Ite close, and still France 
has not been crushed. ~On the contrary, 
France, counting from the Sth of Sep- 
tember, has enjoyed nothing but success.

in the aggtegate represent more than 
fifty army corps. 

“These fifty army corps—we say it 
again and again, for it ia the truth, and

BAR RELIEF FOR 
BELGIAN HUNGRY 


American Commission Says 
Right Even to Buy Food 
Has Been Denied. 


LONDON, Nov. 24.—The American com- 
mission for relief in Belgium today issued 
the following statement: 

“ With regard to a statement published 
in America and credited to Gen. von 
Frankenberg, governor of Antwerp, to the 
effect that if America had not been so 
kind hearted as to send foodstuffs to Bel- 
gium the Germans themselves would have 
considered it their duty to bring food 
from Germany, we cannot conceive that 
the German governor of Antwerp ever 
authorized such a statement. 


Spurn Plea for Food. 

“The following cities, through their 
representatives, have made repeated ap- 
peals to the German representatives in 
Antwerp for food: Malines, Lierre, Wille- 
broeck, Boom, Duffel, Torhagen, 8t. Nico- 
las, Coutich, and Wahlen. They were 
refused. 

* “The provinces of Limbourg and Lux- 
embourg, adjoining the German frontier, 
have made repeated appeals to the Ger- 


mane for the right to buy food in Germany ' 


and import it into Belgium, and have 
beerr consistemtly refused. 

“ ‘These are only a few of the instances 
which make it impossible for us to believe 
that any such statement as the one re- 
ferred to was authorized by a responsible 
German official. 

“If the Germans are prepared to feed 
the Belgians an early announcement to 
thet effect and an o«ganization for that 
purpose will be immediately required to 
save the lives of millions of people.” 


Give German Red Cross $576,671. 
New York, Nov. 24.—Contributions for 
the work of the German Red Cross re- 
ceived through the New York delegates 
of the Central Association of the Ger- 
man Red Cross Societies total $576,671 
o date, it was announced tonight by Dr. 
Bernhard Dernburg, official representa- 
tive of the organization here. 
Contributions by some of the larger 
cities are stated, Chicago having given 
$154,127, Baltimore, $101,535; San Fran- 
isco, $55,000; Boston, $11,000; Cleveland, 
$10,000, and Los Angeles a like amount.

“ When we approached the firing sone,”’ 

says the diepatch, “we descended into 
the main trenches, with which is con- 
nected a system of cuts. The trench is 
six feet wide and three and one-half to 
four feet deep. We followed it as is 
wound up @ slope for a distance of two 
and one-half miles, while the noles of the 
musketry came nearer and nearer. We 
were exchanging our new and thrilling 
impressions when our guide told us that 
we must be silent. 

“*The enemy can hear us,’ he said, 

“ We had arrived on the firat firing line. 
We were immediately made aware of this 
fact by what we smelled and heard at 
the same time. The crashing voice of 
the three inch guns, which we had left 
behind ag we advanced, was now almost 
obliterated by the nearer and quicker 
staccato reports of the machine guns and 
the Mausers. At a distance of 100 yards 
was a gray winding fidge of earth, the 
advance line of the enemy's trenches. 


Fire at Point Blank Range. 

** Here, face to face and within range 
of each other's forces, men were shooting 
each other down point blank, while from 
every ridge and every mound, covered 
with four inches of snow, unseen batteries 
completed the turmoil of war. 

* Here and there a head rises cautiously 
above a white crested.trench. There are 
six quick shote, and then the head dis- 
appears, as if swallowed by a sea of snow. 
This is all the spectators see of the hun- 
dreds of thousands of men in the burrows 
who are ready to issue forth at the slight- 
est alarm. 

“The vast chambers roofed over with 
the branches of trees and with stout 
wooden pillars in front, supporting sacks 
of earth, protect the men inside from 
shells and the tempeets. These are un- 
derground forts for modern warfare, with 
sanitary ditches, kitchens, mess, and 
bunks for the riflemen awaiting their turn 
on the firing line. In some places the 
trenches are so near each other that the 
Germans and French exchange news- 
papers. 

Heroic Battle of Quesnoy. 

“ At nightfall the humble yillage of 
Quesnoy, with ite ruins standing out like 
phantoms, marks the scene of a formid- 
able clash which will make the place 
historic. The town now is nothing but 
a heap of stones and smoking ruins, in 
the midet of which are seen the narrow 
trenches from which the Germans re- 
sisted the onslaughts and which now con- 
tain the heroic dead. | 
“Twenty-five batteries played upon 
these trenches while fifteen battalions by 
echelons charged with bayonet to a 
mighty chorus of ‘ Vive la France.’ 
“A formidable fueillade and machine 
gun fire stopped the onrush, but half the 
ground had been gained. The next day 
the batteries reopened and the infantry 
line charged again, this time carrying the 
trenches and chasing the Germans from 
the position. Quesnoy had cost the 
French 2,000 men to take it and the Ger- 
mans lost 6,000 men.”’

Attorney H. W. Girka, who assisted his 
brother, Dr. Frank J. Girka, in admin- 
istering first aid to the passengers, ques-

“There were nine young men in the 
ceoach from Clyde, six of them employeé 
by the Burlington,” he seid. “ Four of 
the young men with whom I spoke told 
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me that the first spurt of fame came from 
@ seat across from where William Abbott 
was sitting, about six seats back. A dash | 
of fame shot out from the right hand side | 
and shot suddenly forward. Then all at 
once a film on the front seat across from 
where Walter Hubbard and the man who 
owned the film were sitting caught fire. 


Whole Car Ablaze. 

* Almost instantly, they said, the whole 
tmaside of the coach was ablaze, as if it 
were made of tissue paper. What caused 
the first spark no one seemed to know. 
Bome suggested a hot box, others a match | 
from a cigar light. The flames spread sv 
guddenly that the only thought of the 
boys was to get out and they huried 


themselves through the windows and 
rushed for the doors. One of the number | 
pulled the bell cord and the train was | 
atopped near Kedzie avenue.”’ 


Broke Up Mayor’s Card Game. 

Frank Portor of Berwyn gave one of the | 
most interesting accounts of thefire. He | 
was playing cards in the middle of the | 
smoker with Mayor Rich of Berwyn and 
P, C. Richards, also of that city, when 
the fire broke out. 

“We were interested in our little 
friendly game of cards when there came 
without noise, as I remember, a burst 
of flame and white smoke,” said Mr. 
Porter. “I was knocked down in the 
rush then made by the men for the doors, 
and many of them walked over me in 
gotting past. Some ofthe men kicked out 
the windows with their feet and climbed 
out while the train was still in motion, 
Others ran to the doors and jumped off, 
while some crowded through into the 
other cars and waited for the train to 
stop. I was j-robably the last man to 
leave the car.” 


Mayor Tells Story. 

Mayor Rich said he believed the flames 
had been caused by the ignition of mo- 
tion picture films. Although suflering 
from burns on the hands, face, and neck 
Mayor Rich joked with newspaper men 
when they expressed sympathy for him 

“ Forget it boys. Lam allright. Come 
and see me again,’ said the mayor. “ Fos- 
ter and Richards and I began playing 
cards as soon as the train pulled out of 
the station and the first intimation I had 
of danger was when I heard a rush of 
feet and excited cails ‘of ‘fire.’ I looked 
back to the front of the carand saw white 
flames spreading over the car and up to 
the roof. Richards and I were Knocked 
down and bruised, but he assisted me to 
my feet and we got out before much of 
the flames reached us. I don’t care to 
have another such experience.” 


Didn’t Know He Jumped. 

William Welsh, another of the injured, 
who was in the smoker, admitted he really 
did not know how he escaped, but from 
the presence of a cut on his neck and sev 
eral on his hands he believed he must 
have jumped from a windpw while tho 
car was still in motion. 

“I had my back to the front of the 
car. where the fire seemed to originate, 
and the first thing I knew there werea 
number of men running past my seat 
shouting ‘fire.’ I was knocked down 
and then lost consciousness. When I 
revived I was on the ground with my 
face and hands burned and a cut on my 
neck and others on my hands. : I sup- 
pose I jumped out of a window.” 


Saw Door Afire. 

“y was near the front of the smoker 
when I saw a white flash of fame, which 
spread so fast I had no time to snatch 
up a bundle I was carrying, so I fled with- 
out it,’’ said young Schisler. ‘‘ The flames 
passed over my head along the ceiling of 
the car, and just as I got out it set fire 
to the open door. I jumped while the 
car was still going, and when I came to 
my nose was broken and I was bruised 
and burned.”’ 

William Seaberg said he was reading 
his newspaper, when, without warning, 
his hands were burned and the page on 
whith he had been reading the events of 
the day was consumed by the fire, the 
ashes falling at his feet. 

“I felt the fire, but heard no rik: 
and my paper -:was burned from my hands 
before I realized my danger,’’ said Sea- 
berg. “I jumped out of a window in a 
hurry without waiting to learn if the 
train was still in motion.” 


Statement by Road. 

P. 8. Eustis, passenger traffic manager 
of the Burlington, at 8 o'clock prepared 
the following official statement: 

“Train No. 147, leaving Chicago at 5:22 
p. m. with suburban passengers for all 
stations to Downer'’s Grove, suddenly 
caught fire when nearing Kedzie avenue.

SWAMP WOMEN’S 
WORK BUREAU 


Have to Close Up Shop and 
Try to Aid Applicants 
Now in Hand. 


CALL FOR VOLUNTEERS. 


So great was the rush yesterday of 
women and girle seeking work that the 
employment center of the Chicago Wom- 
an's club in the Stevens building will not 
be opened to applicants for two days. 

The women hope by Friday morning to 
catch up on the work of the bureau and 
expect to place many of the women whose 
names have been taken. 

More than 300 women were turned 
away because it was impossible to inter- 
view them. The doors of the employment 
offices were closed at 1 p. m., and no count 
was kept of those who applied after that 
hour. :

Tuesday mornifig the employment agen- 
cy calls up on the telephone and is told 
that the men they have sent are satisfac- 
tory. ; j 

“All right, sir.” they answer. “ You 
wil hear from us tomorrow.” 

In Wednesday's mail a letter is deliy- 
ered to you which is marked *’ Personal.” 
When you open it a check for ¥25, made 
payable to your order, drops out. 

“We believe in favoring those who 
favor us,” says the letter. “ If you don't 
like the men we send you are at perfect 
liberty not to empley them. We want 
you to be always perfectly suited, and 
are ready to send new applicants to fill 
any vacancies, We inclose a partial list 
of our regular clients, whom we supply 
with all the help they need.” 

Check Looks Mighty Big. 

Nothing is said about the inclosed 
check, but your weekly salary is only $30, 
and the check looks big to you. You 
read over the list. of regular clients, and 
conclude that if they do their business 
on @ check basis there is no real reason 
why you should object. 

That ig the chief reason, so the men 
in charge of the offices eay, why the IIli- 
nois 8 Free Employment offices are 
not more successful, They are free. 
They do not charge applicants for jobs a 
fee. They have no graft to divide with 
the men who do the hiring. 

Suppose, again, you are an important 
official In a big construction company 
or some other corporation employing a 
large number of unorganized laborers. 
You have charge of the departments 
which actually hire the men. The fore- 
men in direct command of the various 
working gangs are your appointees. et 
can fire them at pleasure. 


What Chance Has Free Bureau? 


If, by any chance, you happen to be a 
stockhdélder in the Smith-Jones Employ- 
ment agency, what chance has the free 
state employment agencies to find jobs 
for their men with your railroad or con- 
struction company? 

Meanwhile all the experts and authori- 
ties agree that the free state employ- 
ment agencies are in the present cir- 
cumstances practical? worthless. Their 
chief business is to find casual jobs for 
a lot of men who don't went regular 
work. Incidentally they furnish salaries 
of $1,500 a year to superintendents on 
each of the three sides in Chicago and in 
three or four cities downstate. 

The free public employment agenciés 
have no way of advertising the fact of 
their existence. In Chicago they have 
veen running for fifteen years. 


Never Heard of Bureau. 

A month ago the president of the manu- 
facturers’ association in a suburb of Chi- 
cago, where 18,000 men are regularly 
employed, was asked why the members 
of his organization never applied to the 
free state labor nciea for help. He 
replied by etating that he had never be- 
fore heard of them. The letter of In- 
quiry called them -to hie attention for 
the first time. 

The manager of one of the free public 
agencies in Chicago has recently had 
gome experience with the great demand 
for labor which, it is often said, exists 
on farms and In the rural districts gen- 
erally. A farmer in Iowa, who had read

THE LAW’S DELAY. 
Eighteen years ago a little girl of three was in- 
jured by a horse car in the streets of New York. |: 


amputated, one eye blinded, and her nervous sys- 
tem so twisted that it was evident even then that 
the child would have to be a dependent all her life. 

The company was sued and a verdict of $5,000 
was awarded the crippled girl of three and a half 
years. That was seventeen and a half years ago. 
Since then the company operating the horse cars 
has been merged with another street car company. 
The crippled little girl has become a young woman 
—-a dependent young woman. But she has:not yet 
been paid the $5,000 damages the court awarded 
her. The original railroad company and the con- 
cern with which this original company was merged 
years later have*fought the verdict. They have 
fought it for seventeen years and a half. The 
lawyer who defended the girl was disbarred through 
the efforts of the company. 

Later the disbarment was lifted because it was 
found that evidence against him had been mann- 
factured by the railroad company ih question. The 
crippled and dependent girl had twice tried to com- 
mit suicide, but was saved. By the time a way is 
found to compel the railroad company to pay her 
the damages which the law awarded. her. nearly 
eighteen years back the girl will probably have suc- 
ceeded in ending her life.

At intervals the superintendent of doc- 
uments sends those on the maliling list a 
brief catalogue of pamphlets with the 
purchase price of éach stated. At the 
head of the list appears: “ Remittances 
should be made to the superintendent of 
documents, government printing office, 
Washington, D. C., by postal money or- 
der, express order, or New York draft. 
If currency is sent it will be at the send- 
er’s risk. Postage stamps, foreign moncy, 
uncertified checks, defaced or smooth 
coins will not be accepted.”

The price of the pamphlieés is small, 5 
to 15 cents, as a rule, It ia no easy matter 
to send 5 centa through the mail. The 
postage and paper practically doubles the 
cost of the cheaper pamphlets. The trou- 
ble is too great; the pamphlet goes unor- 
deréd. Suppose a daily paper or a weekly 
or monthly magazine tried to circulate 
that way. 

Remember that it le the naturally indif- 
ferent who are in need of these pamphiete. 
Bearing all this in mind, do you not think 
that the government wastes money when 
it prepares these valuable documents and

Should there be last minute 
changes Saturday by final ruling of the 
board of election commissionersin the re- 
turns from one precinct of the Second 
ward William Ostrom, Republican, may 
be declared the, winner over John P. 

Walsh, Democrat, and the Republican 
total at Springfield will go to seventy- 
nine. On the present showing of the fig- 
ures the Republicans have seventy-eighi, 
the Democrats seventy-one, the Progres- 
sives two, and the Socialists two. 

Even in Senate, 

On the basis that the state canvassing 
board will issue election certificates to P. 
G. Baldwin in the Eleventh disthict and 
to Henry W. Austin in the Twenty-third 
district, both Republicans, the senate will 


be composed of twenty-five Republicans, | 


twenty-five Democrats, and one Progres- 
sive, George W. Harris, a holdover. 

Republican legislators-elect interested 
in the speakership preliminaries have an 
ill-concealed fear that a speakership cau- 
cus may be impossible because of the wet 
and dry situation. Careful survey of 
the situation shows the margin is extreme- 
ly close between the two elements, witna 
the probabilities that the house is wet 
by two or three votes. The difference on 
either side of the capitol is so small that 
the experienced hands believe there will 
be no real atttempt to pass a county 
option law and no effort to repeal the pres- 
ent township action act. 


New Men in House. 

The house will be controlled by new 

men. Only 69 of the 153 members of the 
last house are reélected. Of the 69 the 
Republicans have elected 27, the Demo- 
crats 39, the Progressives 1, and the S6- 
cialists 2. 
‘On the Republican side 24 of the 78 are 
from Cook county and 54 are from down- 
state. The Democrats are divided 30 from 
Cook county and 41 from downstate, One 
of the Progressives is from Cook county 
and the other from Winnebago. Both! 
Socialists are from Cook county. 

The house is made up of many elements. 
There are 45 lawyers, 27 of whom are Re- 
publicans, 17 Democrats, and 1 a Pro- 
gressive. There are 21 farmers—i16 Re- 
publicans and 5 Democrats. There are 
9 county employés and 5 city employés 
in the list, only one of whom is a Repub- 
lican. 

Other Businesses Represented, 

There are 9 real estate men, 7 mer- 
chants, 7 saloon keepers (3 Republican 
and 4 Democratic), 3 editors, 2 farm im- 
plement dealers, 7 merchants, 3 physi- 
cians, 3 publishers, 3 hotel keepers, 4

The railroads operating in Central 
Freight association territory proposed a 
charge of 4 cents a hundred pounds with 
a minimum of $4 a car for the trap car 
services. The railroads in eastern terri- 
tory will ask fora 2 cent charse a hundred 
pounds with a minimum of $2a car. These 
services have been free in the past, ard 
the filing of the increases raised a storm 
of disapproval in shipping circles, espe- 
clally those located in the large commer- 
cial centers.

| has been estimated if the railroads are 
allowed to make the new charge, $900,600 
will be added to the shippers’ accounts. 

The railroads justify their new tariff 
upon the suggestions made by Louis 
Brandeis and seconded by the interstate 
commerce commission in the decision 
handed down on Aug. 1. that the roads 
investigate their free terminal services 
and passenger rates with a view of mak- 
ing them self-sustaining. Passenger 
rates already have been increased with- 
out any serious objections from the pub- 
lic.

relation and influence upon the rest of the 
etate’s system of education is; what the 
standards of living, social and economics, 
are at the university; whether the legis- 
lature has had adequate information in 
Gealing with the institution. 


Two Systems Used. 

To secure data two systems have been 
followed by the survey, the questionnaire 
and special investigation. 

Questionnaires were sent toeill facuky 
members, alumni, and students. Con- 
cerning certain points which have arisen 
during the progress of the survey, ques- 
tionnaires have been forwarded to lead- 
ing educators and specialists all over the 
United States. Information received has 
been carefully arranged and tabulated. 

The faculty were requested to give their 
educational qualifications, their experi- 
ence as teachers, how often and by whom 
had their university work been super- 
vised, the arrangement of their courses, 
the amount of work which they had 
turned over to assistants, what outside 
employment they were engaged in, the 
time required by their university work 
during the university year, and what re- 
lation their work had held to Wisconsin. 


Questions to Alumni. 

™a questionnaires mailed to Wisconsin 
@lummi all over the world the heading: 
* If you were to have your uncergraduats 
college course again,’’ introduced the 
questions. Information was asked wheth- 
er they would prefer text book courses, 
lecture courses, or courses where in- 
formal discussion by instructor and clas 
predominated. They were asked to re- 
call how many hours a day they spent in 
preparing for college work proper, and 
if they now felt that more or less time 
should be spent by students, and if they 
would suggest required work being taken, 
go as to make up a certain minimum of 
preparation. 

They were invited to give the courses 
they had a tendency to slight, while in 
college, with their reasons; their opinions 
of outside student activities, and of secret 
eocieties in relation to college; what they 
thought concerning student government 
and the honor system, university exten- 
sion work and whether they, as alumni, 
felt that they had sufficient information 
about the university. 

Questions were sent to university stu- 
dents to get their viewpoint on what 
courses benefited them most, the adviser 
system, outside activities, and their in- 
structors’ teaching efficiency. They also 
were asked in regard to their university 
expenses. 


Special Investigation Work. 

By the system of special investigation, 
particular study was made of many por- 
tions of the university. Among the many 
epecial studies made were the following: 
Investigation into the agricultural col- 
lege and extension by Prof. Branson; use 
of rooms in university buildings, review 
cf 8,000 examination and term papers, 
the graduate school, efficiency of univer- 
sity classroom instruction, the adviser 
system, registration m<«thods, the quality 
of university faculty and students’ re- 
search work, high school insvection, th- 
attendance and cost per hour per student 
of courses, organization of the university, 
the faculty minutes, courses for the train- 
ing ef teachers, athietic conditions, 
budget making, etc. 

Dr. Allen’s report will show conditions 
found and offer suggestions for improve- 
ments.

CASH FOR ENGINEERING 


Threatened revivals of alleged graft 
scandals connecting the names of certain 
former oMoials of the Chicago and West- 
ern Indiana railway did not materialize 


yesterday at the hearing before Judge 


Dennis Sullivan, in which John C. Fetzer 
seeks to have an arbitrator's award for 
$525,000 in favor of the railway set aside. 

Fetzer charges the arbitrator, EB. C. 
Field, general counsel for the Monon rail- 
road, waa prejudiced against him. 

The alleged scandals which the attur- 
neys for Fetzer said they were prepared 
to air, had to do with deals engineered 
by Fetzer and officials of the railway 
whereby franchises and right of way were 
procured. 


Some of the Deals. — 

Bome of these were: 

Keller and Hafer deal whereby Fetzer 
obtained right of way from Twenty- 
fourth street to Twenty-sixth street. It 
was charged that Fetzer had turned in 
this property as costing $465,000, while 
in reality he paid only $275,000 for it. 
Fetzer says the difference between the 
two figures was expended in “ engineer- 
ing "' the deal. 

Mary K. Corkey deal whereby Fetzer 
procured right of way from Twenty- 
sixth street to Twenty-ninth streett. Itis 
charged Fetzer turned in this property 
as costing $750,000, and that it actually 
cost $600,000. He explains this difference 
also was used for ‘‘ engineering "’ the pur- 
chase. ’

Passage of the “‘ General DPlectric "’ bill 
by the Illinois legislature whereby the 
Chicago franchise of the General Electric 
Street Car company was killed. 


Ready to Show Expenditures. 

Attorney Henry R. Platt of the firm of 
Mayer, Meyer, Austrian & Piatt an- 
nounced during the day he was prepared 
to show that Fetzer had paid out most of 
the $525,000 in these and other operations. 
He said he would bring former President 
Benjamin Thomas into court to show how 
large amounts of currency had been paid 
out of the Fetzer fund to procure legisla. 
tion. The name of the Peabody & Uphem 
Coal company also was used by Attorney 
Platt as being recipient of a part of a 
$60,000 fund used to kill the General Plec- 
tric franchise. 

Fetzer’s attorneys alleged the defense 
had opened the way through the form af 
its cross examination for showing that 
most of the money it is alleged Fetzer 
misappropriated could be accounted for. 

Attorney Frank H. Scott, representing 
the railway, forestalled any attempts to 
drag this phase of the matter into the 
case by asking that all of his cross exam- 
ination of Fetzer be stricken out.”

Wilson to Urge Plan in View of 
Few Ships Which Have Entered 
American Registry. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 24.—An intime- 
tion that President Wilson will lay stress 
upon the federal merchant marine pro- 
posal in his message to congress next 
month came from the White House today 
with the announcement that the presl- 
dent did not consider that enough ships 
had taken advantage of the emergency 
American registry act to interfere with 
his plan, evolved soon after the outbreak 
of the war. 

President Wilson has shown continued 
interest in his government merchant ma- 
rine plan during the congressional re- 
cess.

Brothers Charge Fraud. 

Brothers of Mrs. Spiegel, Cornelius 
O'Day, Andrew O'Day, and Jeremiah 
O’Day, are the plaintiffe in the present 
proceeding. They each received $2,500 
under the wil, which, they charge, was 
a fraudutent instrument. 

The case was called yesterday and a 
jury was selected. Attorneys BSamvuet C. 
Herren and Charles L. Daly represent the 
brotherge and Attorney Daniel L. Cruice

“Mrs. Spiegel was summoned to 
Crabb’s residence on March 20, 1913, to 
nurse’ him through an fliness,” said At- 
torney Herren last night. “ We expect 
to prove she was given a drink of some 
liquid and tmmediately grew sick.

“We contend that the purported will 
is a fraudulent instrument and that the 
signature is not in Mra.
